It is well kuown, however, 
that the president is a firm fuend of 
civil service reform, and it is not ex­ 
pected that he will give his approval to 
any radical revision of the civil service 
rules. 
Zenor*» A m en d m en ts. 
Judge W illiam T. Zeuor, the new 
member from the Third district, has al­ 
ready introduced 
a 
bill 
materially 
amending the present civil service law. 
His measure provides that the civil ser­ 
vice commissioners shall be appointed 
only for terms of four years, beginning 
with March 4, inou. 
His bill iu iiW 
provides that all examinations for en­ 
trance into the civil service “shall be 
confined to matters directly relating to 
the duties of the service into which 
they seek to be appointed.” 
Mr. Zenor 
says that he sees no reason why a per­ 
son who seeks to be a cook in a peniten­ 
tiary, or something of that sort, should 
be compelled to give up information on 
conic sections and vegetable physiology. 
Another provision of the bill is that the 
administration, in selecting persons tc 
fill vacancies from the eligible list, may 
discriminate m favor of appiumuU be­ 
longing to the political party in power. 
The most important change is that 
which fixes the terms of appointees at 
four years, at the end of which time 
they must be examined on an equality 
with other applicants. 
O f In terest to P ensioner*. 
Two other bills introduced by Mr. 
Zenor are of interest to Indiana pen­ 
sioners. 
One prohibits the suspension 
or reduction of pensions on the ground 
of any ooustruction of the law or evi­ 
dence different from that applied to 
the case when originally adjudicated, 
and directs the secretary of the interior 
to restore to the pension rolls all pen­ 
sioners who have t>een dropped by that 
process. 
The other extends the provi­ 
sions of existing pension laws to all pei- 
sous who were members of the Indiana 
militia and subject to the order of the 
governor, during the late war. and to 
the widows and orphans of such per­ 
sons. 
This, of course, means a service 
pension and applies to members of the 
“ Home Guards.” 
Mr. Zenor says that

W a s h in g t o n , April 12.—A statement 
relative to the agricultural interests oi 
the submerged districts of the M issis­ 
sippi valley south of Cairo, Ills., has 
been issued by the department of agri­ 
culture. 
The total area under water on 
April 6, was about 15,800 square miles 
of which 7,900 square miles was in 
Mississippi, 4,500 square miles in Ar­ 
kansas, 1,750 square miles iu Missouri, 
1,200 in Tennessee and 450 in Louisiana. 
This region contained in 1890, so far as 
can be determined in view of the some­ 
what indefinite boundary lines of the 
flood, a population of 379,685, of which

D istin gu ish ed In d ian a S tatesm an E xpired 
at WaahlagtOCI Last Saturday. 
W ashington, April 12.—Daniel W. 
Voorhees, died in this city Saturday 
from an attack of angina pectoris. W ith 
him at the tim e of his death was his 
son Reese H. and daughter Hallie. Mr. 
Voorhees had represented Indiana in 
the U nited States senate for 20 years 
and had served in the house for five 
terms previous. 
D uring the last politi­ 
cal cam paign Senator Voorhees’ health 
was so poor that he w as unable to par­ 
ticipate, but after his return to W ash­ 
ington last Novem ber he seem ed to im ­ 
prove. 
Some two weeks ago he was 
again attacked w ith rheum atism and 
uliont the middle of last w eek his con­ 
dition became serious, but as he did not 
take his bed the fam ily felt no im m edi­ 
ate alarm. 
Daniel W. Voorhees was born iu B ut­ 
ler county, O., in 1827. 
In infancy he 
was taken to Iudiana, and iu 184» he 
C 
ariluated from w hat is now Depauw 
Fniversity. 
He studied law, and was 
adm itted to the bar in 1851. and began 
practicing at Covington, Iud , in the 
same year. 
His first entrance into pub­ 
lic lift? was in 1856, w hen ho ran for 
congress as a Democrat and was de­ 


feated. 
in is.>> ne was appointed 
U nited ¡States district attorney for Indi­ 
ana, which office he held uniii 1861. He 
was e oceed to congress in INK), and 
took L.s sea-, in JS91. Ho was re-elected 
twice, but his Mijrd term was success­ 
fully contested by Mt*nry D. W ashburn. 
But he was again ercM,od in i860, and 
served until 1873 
On tu death of O li­ 
ver I*. M orton Mr. Y bor'ki^ was ap ­ 
pointed to till the nuexpired te..u jllthe 
senate. 
He t<x)k his seat iu 
-*iber, 
1877, and has been continuously in ,iu5 
senate since th a t tim e, 
fn his Carlie, 
public life Mr. Voorhees w al given the 
sobriquet of “ The Tall Sycamore of tho 
W abash.” 
He was the ranking Democrat on the 
finance com m ittee before his retire­ 
ment from th>‘ senate, and by virtue of 
this position the nom inal leaner at le i»t 
of his party on the floor of th*> senate 
on tan if and financial questions.

KRAG-JORGENSEN 
RIFLE. 


<f>At of It« D«»tructtT« Steel Ballet Mad« 
«»ts • lldiUAU ( adaTcr. 
K ansas City, April 5.— An interest­ 
ing experiment has been mado liere 
with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle to n>cer- 
tain the effect of its bullets on human 
bones. 
The test was made under the 
direction of Dr. J. D. Griffeth, ex-sur­ 
geon general of the Missouri state mili­ 
tia. 
It has been the belief of army ofti 
cers and surgeons that the 30-caliber 
steel-jacketed bullet which the Krag- 
Jorgeusen rifle shoots would either kill 
a soldier instantly or leave a wound 
which would enable him to fight oc 
without knowing for a long time that 
he had been injured. 
A liumau head 
and lower limbs of a human cadaver 
were used. 
The shooting began at a 
range of 500 yards and over 200 rounds 
were fired at various distances. 
One of the first bullets tired struck 
the head just above the nose at a rang« 
of 500 yards. 
The skull was shattered 
as if it had been an egg shell. 
Other 
bullets pierced the skull and splintered 
the bone in radiating lines 
The bnl- 
lots also tore the bom* of the legs into 
splinters 
According to the opinion of those pres­ 
ent the test showed that at any dis­ 
tance under 1,000 yards the rifle throws 
a missile which rends human flesh, dis­ 
integrates hum an organs and tears and 
shatters hum an bones into fragments. 
Bevond 1,00«' yards—and the gun will 
carry three mile# and kill—the bullet 
bores a small round hole through bone 
or tis s u e .

the duties of the service into which 
they seek to be appointed. 
Mr. Zenor 
says that he secs no reason why a per­ 
son who seeks to be a cook in a peniten­ 
tiary, or something of that sort, should 
be compelled to give up information on 
conic sections and vegetable physiology. 
Another provision of the bill is that the 
administration, in selecting persons tc 
fill vacancies from the eligible list, may 
discriminate in favor of applicants be­ 
longing to the political party in power. 
The most important change is that 
w hich fixes the terms of appointees at 
four years, at the end of which time 
they must be examined on an equality 
with other applicants. 
Of Interest to Pensioners. 
Two other bills introduced by Mr. 
Zenor are of interest to Indiana pen­ 
sioners. 
One prohibits the suspension 
or reduction of pensions oil the ground 
of any construction of the law or evi­

Voorhees, died in this city Saturday 
from an attack of angina pectoris. With 
him at the time of his death was his 
son Reese H. and daughter Hallie.

Voorhees had represented Indiana iii 
the United States senate for 20 years 
aud had served in the house for live 
terms previous. 
During the last politi­ 
cal campaign Senator Voorhees’ health 
was so poor that he w as unable to par­ 
ticipate, but after his return to W a ll­ 
ington last November In* seemed to im ­ 
prove. 
Some two weeks ago he wan 
again attacked with rheumatism aud 
about the middle of last w o k his con­ 
dition became serious, but as he dei not 
take his bed the family felt no immedi­ 
ate alarm.

Daniel W. Voorhees was born rn But­ 
ler county, O., in 1827. 
In infancy he 
was taken to Indiana, and in 1849 he 
garduated from what is now Depauw 
University.
